I attended the Brooklyn ethical Culture School and 
entered the Abraham Lincoln High School in Brooklyn, New lark 
in 1932.

During my first year in hirk school at the suggestion 
of one of my teachers, whoso name I no longer recall, I Joined 
a "Peace Club" which web organized as a school activity to 
further the ideals of the League of Nations. As I recall it, 
the "Peace Club" was promoted or sponsored by the Women’s 
International League for Peace and Freedom. Shortly thereafter, 
a group of now members Joined the club. They were more experienced 
than the rest of us and seemed to know Just what they wanted to do.

During the year l c 34 a girl, vrt-ose name I no longer 
recall who was a member of the* NSL at the high school, intro- 
duced me to her boy friend, OSCAR SHO r NF r LD, who was a "Trotslyite 
srersms) convinced me that communism divorced from Russian in- 
fluence was what I really supported. After some months, in the 
winter of 1934-1935 1 joined the Trotslyite Youth Group (which 
was known as the Snartaeus Youth Lea sue) in Brooklyn. The - 
Soartecus Youth League was the youth counterpart of the Workers 
Warty of the United States (Trotskyites) which later became 
known as the Workers Party. 

For the next five years I was a Trotslyite. In 1935 



the Spartacus Youth League bodily joined the Young Peoples • 
Socialist League (YPSL) which was the youth counterpart of 
the Socialist Party. At that time I became a oerber of the 
YPSL ia Brooklyn. During the year 1937-1938 I ’ras an alternate 
member of the national executive board of the YPSL.

It is my belief that fffERDLCF* is a completely loyal and 
patriotic American and not associated with any subversive groups. 

To the best of my knowledge, S’ TJUIUF now resides in Los Angeles. 
SWFRDLCW is now an attorney, practicing in California, a member 
of a firm which I believe is called Loeb and Swerdlov or perhaps 
just Loeb. I believe that SWERDLON worked as an attorney for the 
Department />f Justice in California for a number of years. 

PAPL RO S/’TFAL - ROSENTHAL was more or less a member of the group 
for so^e months in 1938-39. He left Cornell shortly afterward.

Subsequent to his graduation, SHYER, to my knowledge, 
remained a member of the Y"SL for approximately two or three 
years. About that time he either became a formal or informal 
member of the adult • Trotsky! te group. When the split between 
the Cannon grouo (JAHS P. CANNON) and the Shachtman group 
(MAI SHACHTKAN) occurred in 1940, S^EYTR went with SEACHTMAN. 

I believe this is the group known eb the Workers Party and the 
Cannon grouo became known as the Socialist Workers Party. 

Subsequent to this, to my knowledge SPEYER split from 
the Workers Party, then split from this splinter grouo, the ; 
name of which I do not remember, and then split from this 
splinter group again. I do not know the names of any of these

Do all cases it is my belief that SHYER split from 
these groups because he recognised the impotence of their 
activity and the low caliber of their membership j l«e.

To return to the rain thread of my story, in 1939- 
1940 (my senior year at Cornell) I openly broke with the Y?SL. 
Initially, I stopped participating in left T in g activities 
altogether, although I formally remained a member of the YPSL. 

During this period a small group of ex-Socialista 
and Liberals who like me '’ere growing vp and were uncertain 
met weekly for coffee and talk, trying to mutually resolve 
our ideas. There was no question e v out our distaste for the 
Russian system. Ve were generally concerned with the problem ~~ 
of freedom versus security. As Americans we believed in free- 
dom, as children of the Depression of the 1930’s we valued 
security. Together we studied and discussed a number of ccn- 
temoorary boo! s that treated the subject. 

Among, these hoohs ,f ere: JOHN TCVTY’S "Freedom and 
Culture"; KA?X JAWIM’S "Ideology and Utopia"; AUNT LIKDEBQH'S 
*"The Wave of the Future"; P T r H rRUCIER’S "The r nd of Fcancmic 
Man" ; and others. The flatter book made such an impression on 
us that we invited Mr. DRUC’TR to come up from New York to 
spend en evening with us, which he did. Ho one in that group 
reached any definite conclusions. However, whatever carts of 
Marxian Socialism that I still believed in were unable to stand 
the light of these discussions. By this time ay opinions were 
those fairly representative of the American University Liberals 



who were for the most part enthusiastic supporters of England 
and Pfrance In the war against both Russia and Germany and who 
on domestic policy supported the New Deal. I differed slichtly 
in that I supported Wilkie in the 1940 election campaign. . 

1 would like to furnish the following names of persona 
that were associated more or less in the informal discussion 


group mentioned above i NTLSON FOOTE and his wife l-APJON FOOTE, 

NTLSON was a graduate student at Cornell. Within the last three 
years I have heard that NTLSON FOOTT is eroloyed either by the 
United Automobile Worker s-CIO or the magazine "Detroit".

j None of these persons (with the exception of ' NT * 
FOOTjMdio had been a member of the IPS-) were, to my knowledge, " 
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member of any Cammmist, Socialist, subversive, or Left ™ing 
organizations while I was at Cornell University. I believe ; 
that these persons can give a true picture of the way I felt 
in 1939-40. 

I wish to emphatically state that I was not a Berber 
of the YCL at Cornell University at any time. I would also 
like to state that I was not asBocirted with the CanmuniBt 
faction of the ASU or far that matter t»ith eny Communist groups 
or persons while at Cornell University. It is true 
that I was considered by many a "Left "inper 11 at Cornell, „ 
and the Communists were also -go considered; but all people 
who had more than a superficial knowledge of my beliefs could 
easily distinguish between nyself and the Communists. I had 
no association vrith the Communists end was violently opposed 
to most of the ideas expressed by then. ■ J . 

In the following paragraph I will discuss the Communist 
affiliation of a number of people who were contemporary with 
ne at Cornells / -

In the fall of 1940 I sought admission to the Air 
Cadet Training Program, USAAF, but my application was refused 
because of a then recent skull fracture.

training duty at the end of September 1941, During Kay, June, 

and July 1941 I was employed on South Acre Para, Venice Center, 
New York about 20 miles from Ithaca. This farm was owned by 
WALTER KPIALD. a German refugee who had left Germany in 1933, 
spent the period from 1933 to 1936 in England, and came here 
In 1936.

WALTER ROALD'S wife is R"NI RFfALD nee VARMinUHN. I met 
the REt/ALDS through Mr. STTVTN LUDflG 1 FERRER who lived In 
Ithaca and who I have kno^m casually since I net him in 1937 
or 1938, It is my opinion that the RFJALDS and ISr, IJERHER 
are completely loyal and patriotic citizens of the United . 
States and as far as I know have never et any time been at- ' 
tached to or members of rny Nazi or Communist organizations. 

For six weeks in *urust *nd September in 1941 1 was 
employed as a subprofessional in the Binghamton, Hew York office 
of the Old Age and Survivors 'Insurance Division of the Fec’eral 
Security Agency.

It is accurate to state that since 1940 1 have had ■ ' 
no organizatlonel connections with any Left ¥ing political 
groups of any variety. Since 1939-40 ry convictions have beep 
opnosed to Marxism of all forms. From 1935 on I believed and 
do now believe that there is nothing morally \rrong with Socialism 
of the form I advocated during my years as a Socialist, 1935- 

1939. At that time I believed that an internationally democratic 
planned society was the only answer . to the problems confronting 
the world. This view of Socialism should be clearly distinguished 
from the Communis t or totalitarian view of Socialism which be-, 
lieves that Socialism entails violence and dictatorships. Since ' 

1940, however, I have been convinced that Socialism is an 
ideologized blueprint of one possible solution to the problems 
confronting the world and not necessarily the best. 


I have been and am convinced that the best hope 
for the world lies in the normal workings of the democratic 
process as *est exemplified hy the Constitution of the United 
States. I cen truthfully state that since 1939-1940 1 have 
maintained no ideas of Socialism es a likely form of govern- 
ment in the United States during By lifetime or the forseeable 
future and I em in full accordance irith the democratic form of 
government in the United States, tare over, Bince 1935 I have 
be-n convinced that one of the most horrible threats to morality, 
freedom, and dignity of man ever to apoear on earth is the . s . 
Red imperialism of Soviet Russi^, - 

• ' ■ I wish to slirhtly qualify ny staterent regarding 
connection with Left !/ing groups since 1939-40, to state that 
I was a member of Local 231, United Office and Professional 
Workers of America-CIO during 1946-48. Local 231, UCTWA 
was formerly known as Local 231, Federation of Architects, ^ 
Engineers, Chemists, and Technicians. In ny opinion. Local 
231, UOPUA was a local of a Communist-dominated trade union during 

the oeriod of sy membership. , ' . * 

In ry opinion the leadership of the Federal Tele- 
communications Laboratories Sublocal 231 followed the policy 
of the parent organisation end ’./as largely pro-Communist. As 
an examole, this group supported Henry Uallace for president 
in 1948 which in ry opinion closely paralleled the Communist 



Party !<*>«=> at one time voted that the sublocal march in 
a Communist led May Day parade in New York City. This latter 
decision was later revoked as a result of the protest of my- 
self wnd other members. The subloeal did not officially sujw . 
port Wallace because of the result of a vote at a meeting at 
which objections to this policy were strenuously raised by , 
myself and other members, ' 

• In my opinion, ERNPST PATATT, HARRY HYMAN, and fcETER j 

CRAGIS who were leaders of FTL, Sublocal 231 were Communist 
Party members or close Communist sympathizers. 1 believe that 
ALPFRT SHADCFITZ, another of the leaders, bohaved as a Communist 
sympathizer, although I cannot be certain of his convictions.

Local 231, TJOFWA. was the bargaining agent for me 
by contract with Federal Telecommunications Laboratories through- 
out the period of ny membership in Local 231, UOFWA.
